Local Emergency Planning Committee to Conduct Emergency Services Exercise 

(Township of Long Hill Morris, NJ) The Long Hill Township Local Emergency Planning 

Committee (LEPC) is sponsoring an exercise on Thursday, May 12, 2016, at the Lounsberry 

Meadow Housing Complex in the Stirling section of Long Hill Township, Morris County, NJ. 

The exercise will be conducted between the hours of 5:30 PM and 9:00 PM. 

Emergency Services agencies will have the opportunity to assess their response capabilities, 

emergency operating plans, policies, and procedures. The exercise will focus on decision 

making, coordination, and integration with other organizations during a simulated structure fire. 

Surrounding businesses and residential neighborhoods can expect to see a significant number of 

emergency response volunteers and vehicles in and around the housing complex as they are 

moving equipment and “actors” through drills.
